ward in exchange

"moral" assistance to Italy's Tun- 
isian campaign. 


Thus it is anticipated that by the 


end of January or by mid-February 
at the latest, Poland will find her- 
self in the hapless position of be- 
ing threatened politically and. mil- 
itarily from the north, south, and 
west. Germany through domination 
of Memel, Danzig and Lithuania will 
be able to exert tremendous pres- 
sure from, the North.

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WORTH OF NEW FRANCO-GERMAN 
AGREEMENT 


N 


OT long ago an important document was signed by the French 


and German governments' representatives. 
It declared that 


peace and not war was the policy between the two nations. 
It 


added that boundary disputes between the two nations had been 
settled for all times to come and that when any crisis arose, in 
which both nations were concerned, they would immediately 
seek to bring about a peaceful solution of the same. 


The agreement was one which might well have shaken 


the world. 
It seemed to have ended a dispute more than two 


thousand years old. In fact when Julius Caesar marched his 
Roman legions beyond the Alps, years before the Christian era 
began, he is said to have found the Gauls and Germans fight- 
ing over the territory which now comprises Alsace-Lorraine. And 
the two nations have been at it at intervals ever since. 


.Yet the signing of the treaty was greeted with doubt and 


hesitation everywhere—even in the two countries directly af 
fected. 
The reason is not hard to find. 
The world is going 


through a period of its history which seems almost as unset 
lied as the Middle Ages. Written treaties don't amount to much 
They are kept only so long as it is in the interest of one of the 
two treaty-making' nations to observe them. 
When it is to 


the interest of one'party or another to upset such agreements, 
they become mere scraps of paper. 


Already, before the ink is dry on the 
Franco-German 


agreement we hear of serious trouble between the French and 
Italians in Africa over the colony of Tunis. 
Speculation imme 


diately became rife as to what Hitler would do about it. There 
was. the Franco-German peace agreement on one side, and the 
Rome-Berlin axis on the other. 


The truth is that Herr Hitler will do about it the very 


thing which he regards as for the best interests of Germany, 
Treaties and agreements will not stand in the way when the 
time of acute crisis arrives. 


As a matter of fact, we have not entered a new era of 


treaty breaking. 
The practice has been going on ever since 


the history of man began. 
Nations looking after trade and 


territory are a great deal like children scrapping over marbles, 
although they use tanks and machine guns instead'of tiny fists. 
This was the case when Great Britain took India and the South 
African Republic and it was still the case when Italy swallowed 
Ethiopia and Japan invaded China. 


As to the fate of the Franco-German peace agreement, 


that is in the lap of the gods. 
The sole encouraging feature 


is that for the present moment at least, the diplomats of France 
and Germany feel that they had better be at peace than at war 
with one another. 


THEY'RE ALL WORKING ON US 


During the last few months federal officialdom has enjoyed few 


relaxations so diverting as that of poking • fun at the Dies committee 
investigating un-American activities. 


Perhaps government functionaries will now take time out to be- 


little Representative Dies' charge that the United States is "being de- 
luged with propaganda for the purpose of involving us" in Europe's 
troubles. 


But it is a charge that is pretty hard to refute. Followers of day- 


to-day news can scarcely escape the impression, as the Texas congress- 
man insists, that "Russia is working tirelessly through all sorts of propa- 
ganda agencies" to further the cause of Communism and to stir dis- 
satisfaction with democratic methods and institutions. 


Nazism and Fascism have their special pleaders here, and even 


Britain and France appear eager for America to support their side, 
possibly in anticipation of another European crisis. 


Now as never before it would seem advisable for government repre- 


sentatives neither to deride inquiries into un-American activities nor 
to commit themselves by word or deed to any policy which might tend 
to embroil the United States in overseas disputes. 


European and Asiatic nations may be lost in the fog, but there 


is no excuse for this country to get into the same fix. We have the 
clear white light of Americanism to guide us. We ought to be on our 
guard against all foreign propaganda whatever the source. 


Let's not find fault with mankind. Think what a mess we'd 


have if people cut loose and behaved as badly as they can. 


The government hates monopolies and believes in free competi- 


tion, so let's see you build a railroad or a broadcasting station to com- 
pete with others. 


Yes, America treated the Indians as Japan is treating China. But 


is your neighbor justified in dynamiting an orphanage because your 
grandfather shot a man?

Serious Problem

SINCE THE failure of the famous 
purge last summer there has been

the human body its heat and 
tnergy. By scientific study we have 
found that underweight women need 
ibout 4,000 calories each day and 
overweight women require about 
half that, or 2,000 calories.

Average woman 3,000.' 
"Thirty years ago, when I was 
leaving medical school, we didn't 
know much about calories. In fact, 
D never knew a great deal about 
them until the quintuplets were 
Born, and then I had to burn the 
midnight oil and do some intensive 
itudy. 
""Here is a list which contains. 1,- 
JOO calories and which supply all the 
lood essentials for the maintainance 
of the health of the mother and 
ihe growth of her child: 


--•• One quart of milk, one. raw 
"vegetable, one orange, or tomato, 
~ or half grapefruit; one cooked 
-'green leafy vegetable and one 


serving of cereal. 


/Now if a portion of fish, or meat, 
v fruit desert and bread and butter 
Is added to this, it will supply 1,000 
calories of e n e r g y . 
Expectant 


mothers need to pay some attention 
fco the calories they eat, for diet is 
rery important to them and to the 
Child. 


To serve.as a sort of guide, I am 


foing 'to give you a-sample day's 
menu which ,would give the dietary 
essentials and which can be varied 
Without'difficulty: 
.-For breakfast, about eight a. m.: 
Orange or grapefruit or tomato 
Juice. It is well to follow this with 
oatmeal porridge or some whole 
frain cereal, to be eaten with whole 
milk and sugar. 
Bread and butter 


or a piece of toast,, and a cup of 
cocoa made with milk should top 
off the breakfast. 


Midway between this meal and 


the 
mid-day meal, 
around 
ten 


o'clock it is well to drink a glass 
of milk, with or without an egg. 


Dinner should-consist of a portion 


of meat or fish or eggs and a potato, 
which should be baked with its 
jacket on and which may be eaten 
with butter; another green vege- 
table should also be eaten. 
A slice 


of bread and butter should be eaten, 
too, and for dessert a custard made 
with milk is splendid. 


For the evening meal it is a good 


idea to eat some soup, preferably 
made with whole milk, something 
like creamed tomato or pea soup. A 
raw vegetable should be eaten, and 
this can be made attractive in the 
form of a salad garnished with nuts 
and 
mayonnaise 
dressing; 
bran 


muffins with butter, a baked • apple 
with milk and a glass of milk com- 
plete the meal. 


The above day's diet contains 


about 3,000 calories, which is just 


average pregnant 
about what the" 
woman requires. 
If you are over- 


weight, then this diet can be-re- 
duced somewhat; if on the other 
hand you are underweight, it should 
be increased, so as to bring it up 
to about 4,000 calories: 


I know, too, that there are many 


women who do hard work- during 
their pregnancy. 
Of course, this 


work takes more energy, .and these 
women should increase their diet in 
order to get sufficient calories.

UPPER ALLEGHENY 


GETS HEAVIEST ICE

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 29.—The 


"Ice Patrol," formed two years 
ago by the United States ajjmy 
engineers to keep check on 
Western Pcnnyslvania's three 
major rivers, was ready to swing: 
into 
action 
as 
sub-freezing: 


weather gripped the state. 


: The patrol, made up of regular 
•navigation inspectors on the Alle- 
gheny, Monongahela and Ohio riv- 
ers,'was conceived by Scott Harvey, 
associate superintendent of locks 
and dams, following the disastrous 
rampage of ice and flood waters into 
the tri-state area in 1935. Two years 
ago plans were mapped and the 
navigation inspectors were made the 
skeleton backbone of the "patrol." 


i To Watch Danger Spots 


It is the duty of the patrol to keep 


watcK on the "danger spots" of the 
various rivers and send in daily re- 
ports, which are filed in the Pitts- 
burgh^ off ice for flood control and 
navigation purposes. 
Where ice 


gorges take on serious proportions, 
the patrolmen are instructed to take 
daily photographs for further study. 


To be fore-warned is to be fore- 


armed, the engineers believe, and 
they, have taken this means to keep 
themselves informed of ice move- 
ments .which might suddenly breafc 
-loose arid sweep over locks and 
'dams, causing untold damage if not 
adequately prepared for. 
; The daily reports of the patrol 
keeps the .flood control experts post- 
ed for the time when the ice .may 
be .expected to break loose; how it 


will come down the rivers, and 
whether the ice will break up by it- 
self or pile up on the dam struc- 
tures, Captain Albert H. Burton 
pointed out. 


Dams Damaged 


Superstructure on the dams them- 


selves is often seriously damaged by 
heavy ice formations, Captain Bur- 
ton said, and "if it is known that ice 
is moving down the river, damage 
can be 'averted by removal of all 
breakable objects. In addition, river 
interests can be informed of the 
pending danger and suitable ar- 
rangements made to safeguard their 
property. 


Ice gorges are' particularly liable 


to form in the northwestern part of 
the state near Franklin, Kane and 
Tionesta, the officials pointed out. 
They classed the upper Allegheny as 
being the worst,' insofar'as ice for- 
mation is concerned, of the three 
rivers. 


There is so much acid and waste 


matter in the Monongahela river I 
from mines -and factories that the 
danger there of huge ice formations 
is not very great, Scott Harvey said. 


Break Up Ice 


The dams on the upper Allegheny, 


however, it was said, should take 
care of a good deal .of the ice in 
"normal" conditions, by breaking it 
up as it goes over the crests and 
plunges onto "shallows beneath. 


The engineers were careful to say 


that the danger of ice formations 
comes from a period of freezing 
temperatures rather than any one 
sudden spell. It's the piling up of 
the ice with a sudden break by a 
spring thaw that causes the most 
danger, they said. 


Complete plans for the operation 


of a full-fledged patrol have been 
made, Harvey declared, and should 
the necessity arise it can be put into 
Immediate action. 


It was indicated by. army engi- 


neers that weather conditions this 
year may be as severe as those in 
1935.

An "electric .eye", 
scientifically 


known as a photo "electric cell fs be- 
ing installed1,on the roof of the1'local 
public library,'to control' the light 
in-'the reading and periodical rooms 
of.the building. 


When this building was being out- 


fitted for a' library, this "electric 
eye" was installed in the reading 
room, on one of the walls, to con- 
trol the light. It was found, how- 
ever, that this arrangement was not 
altogether satisfactory. . 


• The "eye" is made to turn on the 
lights" in the rooms, .when the out- 
side light drops below a certain in- 
tensity and-to extinguish thehrwhen 
the'outside'light is again sufficient 
to psrmit reading. 


With the eye on the -.wall in the 


reading room, lights from passing 
automobiles, would strike the eye at 
night, and turn off the lights, thus 
plunging the rooms in darkness, - 


To overcome this difficulty a plan 


was devised whereby the-eye would 
be.mounted on the roof and away 
from nearby lights. A glass case 
has been placed around the eye on 
the roof, and In a few days the 
electricians hope to have the sys- 
tem in working-order.

HAS BEEN STEADY

CITY, Dec. 29—In 


1914, when Ellwood City was little 
Jess than 25 years old, a group of 
public spirited and civic minded cit- 
izens with a unified object of estab- 
lishing a public library for Ellwood 
City 
residents were successful 
in 


their enterprise, and on Friday eve- 
ning, January 13, the silver anni- 
versary of the opening of the Li- 
brary will be fittingly observed. 


Prof. Charles F. Becker, a former 


•uperintendent of 
Ellwood schools, 


was one of the untiring leaders -of 
the movement. J. J. Dunn of Foun- 
tain avenue, a National Tube com- 
pany official, was the first president 
of the board of directors, and has 
been invited to participate 
in the 


ceremonies, which will be informal. 


A sum 
of $500 for the purchase 


of books was contributed 
by the 


school board find from time to time 
throughout the first years contrib- 


•••utions were given by interested and 


benevolent citizens. The second year. 
the school board gave $1,000 to the 
organization 
and five 'years later 


the maintenance of the library was 
assumed by the school board and 
boro council. Today it is financed by 
taxes, boro council and appropria- 
tions from the school board. 


The first library was situated in 


one room of the present American 
Legion building. As the circulation 
increased more space was needed 
and at various times the library has 
been located in the old Lawrence 


k school, the building that is now the 
J. I. Porter funeral home, the Hart- 
man house and its present home, in 
the spacious quarters of the Masonic 
building in Crescent avenue. 


It has grown from that small bs- 


ginning to be one of the most com- 
plete and established libraries in 
this district today and Ellwood City 
may be justly proud of this splendid 
institution and its inestimable value 
to the community. 


The first calalogue of the library 


•was composed of some 600 books; and 
during the past months the goal of 
20,000 volumes on hand for the 25th 
anniversary was reached and 
the 


last report showed 21,315 volumes 
in readiness for circulation. 


Active borrowers, a,dult and juve- 


nile about equal, average 
6500 or 


about 56 percent of the population 
of the community take advantage 
of the opportunities afforded by the 
library. 


Four books may be secured- at one 


time on a card and may be-kept for 
14 days without charge. All books 
to be purchased are selected by the 


ijibrarian. New fiction for the ren- 


tal collection" is ordered once a 
month and other kinds of new. books 
arrive almost daily. Suggestions from 
the public on books desired are wel- 
comed by the librarian. 


About one thousand books per year 


are withdrawn from circulation in- 
cluding lost and worn-out editions. 
This is about the-average for li- 
braries that circulate as many books 
as this library does, and as a whole 
the majority of borrowers arc; reas- 
onably careful of the books. 


As in all other, libraries, fiction 


is the most popular . type of book.

by the National Tube company and 
was taken over by the Shelby Social 
club on November 1, 1917. 
Since 


that time a board of directors, rep- 
resenting each department in the 
mill, has been elected biennially and 
acted as the administrative depart- 
ment. 


Having three floors, the club con-. 


sists of bowling alleys, pcol room, a 
swimming pool in the basement; 
reading, ping pong and game rooms, 
an office on the main floor; a large 
auditorium, also used as a basket- 
ball court and dance' floor, and a 
golf driving net en the fourth floor. 


Maintained by memberships, the 


club is operated as an entirely inde- 
pendent unit from the National 
Tube company. Conducted primar- 
ily as a recreational center for the 
employees of the, mill and their 
families and not as a money-making 
organization, the acting administra- 
tions have at all times, in order to 
follow the original 'objectives, kept 
the charges for using the many fa- 
cilities at a minimum.

there are 2900. No better proof of 
the top notch, high-class- facilities 
afforded by the club could' be offer- 
ed than . the convincing fact that 
2000 men and women utilize ihe 
wide and varied diversions each 
month during the fall and writer 
seasons.

HARRISBURG, Dec. 29,—An ap- 


peal for greater state aid to school 
districts echoed today as Dr. Lester 
K. Ade, state superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction, urged relaxation in 
real estates taxes and a shift of 
school cost responsibility to intan- 
gible property. 


Dr. Ade, speaking before 1700 del- 


egates to the Pennsylvania State 
Educational 
Conference, 
declared 


that Pennsylvania "might well adopt 
32 to ?.3 per cent as the state's share 
of the cost of education." 


"Many school districts," he said, 


'are finding it impossible to finance 
,heir legal share of the public school 
program. This difficulty is due pri- 
marily to the excessive proportion 
of school costs which is borne by 
real estate. 
Real estate should 


therefore be relieved through taxa- 
tion on other resources—especially 
intangible property." 


Dr. Ade ur,ged a financial program 


for Pennsylvania developed "in the 
light of a widely diversified school 
population." 


"It would seem perfectly in order 


to reimburse school districts on a. 
carefully prepared differential scale 
on the basis of ability to pay," he 
added. "The principal - that the 
state should finance that portion of 
the minimum program which can- 
not be met by the' local school dis- 
trict has long been recognized."

Bard reviewed the Earle administra- 
tion's school program for the past 
four years, stressing the merger law 
which made it possible for approxi- 
mately 1400 of Pennsylvania's 2,552 
school districts to initiate more ef- 
ficient administrative set-ups.

4—And any such agreement-caus- 


ing producers to;receive less than 
minimum, prices is void as-contrary 
to public policy.
